Student funds will be added 
to the estimated ten million 
dollars that will be necessary 
to build the JFK Memorial 
Library.

Presentation of professional 
performances given for the pub- 
lic on state property with the 
use of student help but “‘with- 
out an academic purpose” is 
upsetting local union officials. 

They argue that since outside 
booking agents are handling the 
shows, such as the New Christy 
Minstrels, and paying the ex- 
penses labor union members 
should be hired to do the stage 
work, 

“This is the way my men 
make a living and out of that 
living they are paying taxes 
which in turn pay for the edu- 
cation those students are get- 
ting,’’ Nate Gourvitch, busi- 
ness manager of the Inter. 
national Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Hands local union, stated. 

*“‘We are not asking to take 
anything away from the stu- 
dents, but we don’t accept the 
excuse that the ASSSC is using 
students because that is the way 
students help pay for their edu- 
cation. When they take these 
jobs, they are absorbing our 
jobs at a much lower pay.” 


The union doesn’t feel that 
the student is getting any part 
of an academic advantage when 
he is really a laborer by lower- 
ing lines, hanging the lights 
and so on, according to Gour- 
vitch. 

He pointed out that nobody 
instructs these students while 
they’re carrying on these acti- 
vities. 

**Less than one-tenth of one 
per cent of those who take 
theatrical courses go intostage 
hand work. The rest become 
set designers,’’ Gourvitch con- 
tinued in the same train of

Planning, coordinating and 
contracting for special pro- 
grams to be presented by the 
committee is another purpose 
of the group.

If the ASSSC ts an indepen- 
dent organization of the college, 
why is it allowed to use build- 
ings on state property, Gour- 
vitch contended. He tried to 
rent this same state property 
and was turned down, 

The IATSE apparently does 
not object to student shows and 
performances even if they are 
open to the public. ‘“‘We cer- 
tainly don’t want to deprive 
them of having entertainment 
out there,’ Gourvitch com- 
mented. 

He further indicated that the 
entire labor movement of the 
state of California is taking 
this ‘problem’? in hand. They 
feel that the associated state 
students have grown into a 
regular enterprise and should 
be the same as any other en- 
terprise and adhere tothe rules

000. to the Board of Directors 
for approval. The budget for the 
1963-64 school year was about 
$3,000. 

The larger budget would al- 
low the committee to actively 
seek lecturers and the like, 
rather than waiting until some- 
one is in the area and asking 
him to appear as is now the 
practice. 

This would allow for better, 
as well as more frequent cul- 
tural programs on campus. The 
one large budget would central- 
ize the cultural allocations and 
continue the now-existing ucti- 
vities under a central commit- 
tee, 
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The picket line in front of 
the school April 17 was not the 
end but only an indication of 
the beginming. 

Gourvitch affirmed that Cali- 
fornia State Senator Albert 
Rodda of Sacramento has his 
investigators looking into the 
situation. 

The union intends to get action 
which is favorable to their de- 
mands, he continued.

Education is taking a large 
portion of the taxpayers’ money. 
In response to the demand for a 
more efficient system of edu- 
cation in the higher institutions, 
the Board of Trustees adopted 
an all-year-round plan of col- 
lege and university attendance. 

The plan is the quarter sys- 
tem, Containing four 11-12 week 
periods, the plan spans a full 
year during which time the stu- 
dents are counseled, taught and 
tested. 

Three social factors prompt- 
ed the acceptance of an all- 
year-round plan of attendance. 
The first is the crowded class- 
rooms, Second is the increas- 
ed costs of higher education 
in California, and third, an 
all-year-round plan would im- 
prove the academic quality of 
the institution, 



















LARGEST STATE 
California is now the largest 
state in the union and the ef- 
fects of this large population 
are being felt by the colleges 
and universities throughout the 
state. Something has to be done 
to accomodate the large num- 
ber of students and it has to be 
done with economy in mind. 
Thus the all-year-round plan 
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was proposed since it would 
allow more students in the same 
amount of space and with a mini- 
mum of cost. 

An advantage to this plan is 
that the faculty may be allowed 
to increase their annual income 
by working an additional ses- 
sion. Also, the faculty may use 
one of the sessions to travel, 
study, do research or relax 
without losing any pay. 


MORE EMPLOYMENT 

The studert who works his 
way through school and is there- 
fore deperdent upon summer 
employment would be benefit- 
ted. Surveys have shown that 
more part-time jobs are avail- 
able during seasons other than 
the summer. Therefore, the 
student could find work with 
ease. 

However, the plan is not a 
panacea for educational ills. 

Year-round operation may 
result in overstaffing of ad- 
ministrative offices and ser- 
vices and thus increasing ad- 
ministrative costs. 

Boredom and fatigue may re- 
sult from continuous programs. 
Studies show professors have 
reported fatigue and boredom 
when the work period is in- 
creased without their consent.

entering college even after 
graduation in June. Mid-year 
graduates, too, often have to 
wait until the next term to en- 
ter college under the all-year- 
round plan. 

Adequate enrollment is vital 
to the success of an all-year- 
round program. 

All -year-round-programs 
may have an adverse effect on 
inter-collegiate athletics. Eli- 
gibility would be limited if the 
athlete were planning to grad- 
uate under the accelerated pro- 
grams. 

Terms become too short and 
the students may learn less be- 
cause they would not be in 
enough classes nor have enough 
time to do outside work. 


NO NEED 


But this college sees no need 
to change systems, according to 
Dr. Floyd L, Mullinix, director 
of academic administration. 
«The resolution of the Board is 
not a mandate for change. I 
believe that by working to im- 
prove our present system and 
balancing the classes, we can 
accomodate many more stu- 
dents,’’ he said. 


Mullinix also said the quarter 
system was not being adopted 
throughout the state. Rather it 
is being tried as a pilot pro- 
gram in the new colleges and

a week-long program of acti- 
vities high-lighting the World 
Peace Through Law Week in 
Sacramento, 


Matsumoto, president of Shi- 
zuka Christian College, is one 
of the 25 hibs shuka (survivors 
of the atom'c bomb dropped at 
Hiroshima). At the time of the 
bombing in 1945 he was presi- 
Gent of Hirsohi ma Women’s 
College. In the destruction he 
lost his wife, 350 students and 
18 faculty members. He says of 
the incident, “I myself had to 
crawl out of the debris of the 
fallen school buildings and was 
miraculously saved from the 
destruction, although I had to 
suffer from the bad effects of 
the bomb for about two years.’’ 

He is touring the U.S,, speak- 
ing to church groups and appeal- 
ing to men and women to de- 
vote more time and energy to 
the task of making a lasting 
peace. 

Matsumoto received his B.A. 
degree from Ohio Wesleyan 
University and his B,D, degree 
from Drew Theological Semi- 
nary. He did graduate work at 
the University of Chicago and 
the Chicago Theological Semi- 
nary. Later he received honor- 
ary degrees of D,D, and L.L.D. 
from Ohio Wesieyan. 

A speaker of excellent Eng- 
lish, Matsumoto is one of three 
people who translated the Bible 
into modern Japanese.

On April 23, last week, the 
candidates for president, vice 
president, women’s represen- 
tative, and men’s representa- 
tive were invited to Draper 
Hall’s coffee hour to give a 
short talk on their stands and 
positions in this campaign. This 
event turned into one of the 
most disgraceful purges wit- 
nessed on this campus in a 
long time, Personalities and 
past records, not issues, were 
brought up in a politically ex- 
pedient manner. This showed a 
definite iack of integrity on the 
part of the people involved. 

It has been my intention dur- 
ing this campaign to keep from 
dealing in personalities. I felt 
that it should not be necessary 
to bring up the past records 
of opponents in order to ‘‘mud- 
sling’’ ones way into an office. 
If a candidate is spouting pious 
platitudes to the electroate and 
his fellow opponents, he should 
be criticised. If his platform 
is undesireable and ineffectual, 
he should be criticised, but 
when only his past record is 
attacked it is no more than 
political expediency. One who 
resorts to this type of des- 
tructive criticism shows “no 
class.’’ 


I do not intend to ever stoop | 


this low for any position in 
student government or later in 
public life. This may be incon- 
sistent with the common in- 
terpretation of politics on this 
campus and in the community, 
but I could care less, I submit 
to you these stands which I 
hold-to be elected or rejected 
upon. 

I would appoint and direct an 
executive committee to work 
with the administration to in- 
vestigate the problems, deve- 
lop methods and achieve mater- 
jal results in the area of pre- 
registration and registration. 
They would work tc obtain total 
registration in all departments. 
An executive commitiee would

All candidates have been 
stressing the need for an ex- 
tension of the cultural program. 
Yet, none have said where we 
are to get the additional money. 
I propose first that we channel 
additional revenue into the cul- 
tural program io the extent that 
the ASSSC is able, Second; that 
with this improved program, we 
go to the State for additional 
monies; and third; I will, 
through the association of State 
College student body presi- 
dents, appeal to the Trustees 
tq expand their cultural pro-

I have served on the Board of 
Directors for three semesters, 
as both Social Science Repre- 
sentative and Men’s Represen- 
tative. In this time I feel that 
I have gained an awareness of 
what is possible, and what is 
absurd in the way of cam- 
paign promises. With this in 
mind, I will make no prom- 
ises which I know are im- 
possible to fulfill, but will state 
only that which I can and will 
do.

(Coritinued from Page 1) 
that the International Alliance 
of Theatrical stage Employees 
Se have some valid points, 
IATSE seems to be ignorant 
of the student’s viewpoint. 
Professional entertainment, 
such as the New Christy Min- 
strels and Smothers Brothers, 
are provided for the benefit of 
the students. The ASSSC does 
not sold the events to make a 
profit. We are guaranteed so 
much or 5 per cent of the gross 
receipts, according to John 
Krier, ASS.7 business man- 
ager. In this manner the stu- 
dents are prevented from _ 
loosing money. 


Kriegan and Carroll, the 
theatrical booking agents, oper- 
ate on a very close percentage, 
Krier continued, The agents pay 
out of their funds-the entertain- 
ers, the stagehands, ushers, 
rent of facilities, and ticket 
takers. The only way that Krie- 
gan and Carroll make a profit 
is through « tour of the whole 
state college system. 


The agents have already 
stated that if union stagehands | 
were used, they could not af- 
ford to bring entertainment to 
the campuses without raising 
prices. If union heip is used in 
all positions, it would be im- 
possible to provide professional 
entertainment to the students, 
they say. 


And if prices were raised, 
Krier stated, it would be just 
as simple to hgndle tickets for 
the Municipal Auditorium per- 
formances. 


The unions say they only want 
in where tickets are sold to the 
public. Then, what happens at 
such functions as football and 
basketball games, where tickets 
are sold to the public?, Krier 
was asked. 


If union ticket takers and 
ushers are used at such 
functions, the money to pay 
them would have to come 
directly out of the ASSSC trea- 
surery, which would mean a 
raise in student body fees, he 
answered. 


Some , like the Foreign 
Film Festival, would have tobe 
cancelled if union workers were 
used. In this instance, tickets 
are sold, but just to cover the 
rental of the films, Krier con- 
tinued. 


The ASSSC Board of Direct- 
ors has taken the stand that 
college is a time to learn as 
many things as possibie, and 
that the people who handie the 
lights and projectors are get- 
ting valuable training. 


John Fitzgerald has said that 
“The Associated Students is not 
a place for the Unions.’’ Fitz- 
gerald went on to state that the 
Unions, not the ASSSC, would 
decide how many men were 
needed to work at an event. 
Under such “dictation,’’ not 
knowing if we were going to 
have to pay one man or twenty, 
Fitzgerald said the events would 
be ‘‘Impossible to budget for.’’ 


Fitzgerald also stated that

pus, it will eliminate a lot of

Dr. Robert J, Else, professor 
of art, has his program well 
under way for the placing of new 
art features on the college cam- 
res, These works of art are 
generally assigned {o the more 
advanced students in the mural 
painting class. 


Works involved this year are 
the largest designs that have 
been attempted in the history of 
the campus. The /irst murals, 
which were displived by stu- 
dents of the college, were hung 
in Douglass Hail, and averaged 
about four to five feet. They 
have now progressed to the im- 
pressive size of 13 to 17 feet. 


This development has con- 
tinued due to the building up of 
tradition, and the attitude of 


interest and acceptance dis- 
played by people on campus.

This mosaic is 
worthy of close consideration 
because of the many interesting 
facts about the artist and his 
work. The piece of art was 
designed and worked up by Er- 
nest Heim. Heim also is a 
painter and print maker. He 
has attempted to reinforce and 
reflect the colors in the room 
for which it was intended. 

Heim built his own tumblers 
to polish the stones which are 
placed in the mosaic. The rock 
was contributed by Heim, as 
well as the brass stripping 
around the art piece. There 
are many semi-precious stones 
among those used in the art 
form. 

There is about 5,000 hours of 
work in the tumbling of the rock. 
The tiger eye, wh ch is anative 
stone of Ethiopia, required 
tumbling 24 hours a day for 40 
days to do the polishing. The 
accumulation of the rock and 
polishing represents a total of 
two years of labor. The major- 
ity of the rock is native to the 
west coast.
